today called for a soil bank plan that would be part of the flexible farm 
price support program. 


Charles B. Shuman,.president of the American Farm Bureau Fed- 


eration, made the suggestion' at the federation's annual meeting. 


The '.'soil bank," idea has been 


posed as a means'to help solve the 
present problem of increasing sur- 
pluses and declining prices of farm 
products. 


Rental Plan 


The "bank-" device would take 


a number of acres out of produc- 
tion for -the market and put them 
into soil building crops. 


The "banked" acres—those taken 


out of crop production—would be 
rented by the government. One 
feature considered at the meeting 
would be to make the rental pay- 
ments in surplus commodities in- 
stead of cash. 


Shuman, in a prepared speech,' 


said the "soil bank" plan could 
make the surplus situation worse 
"if it merely proves to be a means 
of pumping more federal money 
into our agricultural plant" He 
added: 


"Neither this nor any other acre 


age adjustment plan, can be ef- 
fective in shrinking our over-ex- 
panded agricultural plant unless it 
is accompanied by a gradual ad- 
justment in price support from a 
price-fixing device to a price-sup- 
porting mechanism. 


"The soil bank program should 


be a part of the flexible price sup- 
port program rather than a substi- 
tute for it"

Dr. John Is 
Back Home 


Went Over to Reds 
16 Months Ago and 
Caused a Scandal 
BONN, Germany UP)—Dr. 


Otto John, the notorious Ger- 
man turncoat security chief, 
has returned to the West. 


The West German govern- 


ment announced today that 
the debonair "man of a thou- 
sand secrets" who deserted 
to Communist East Germany 
16 months ago had surren- 
dered to West German secur- 
ity police. 


German sources said he crossed 


into West Berlin Monday and was 
flown secretly to West Germany 
the same afternoon. 


He is being questioned by the 


prosecutor of the West German Su- 
preme Court, a terse announce- 
ment added." 


Details Missing 


Where he is being held and how 


he eluded the Communist police 
was not revealed. It was known 
here that the East Germans sus- 
pected he might be planning to flee 
back to the West and had put him 
under constant surveillance. His 
escape westward therefore may 
have involved considerable ingenu- 
ity on his part.

When Chancellor Konrad Aden- 


auer told a meeting of Ms coalition 
government's parliamentary lead- 
ers that John was back in West 
Germany, they, roared with laugh- 
ter. 


He bolted to the Communists on 


July 20,1954, the; 10th, anniversary 
of the bomb plot'.putsch against 
Hitler in.which he and his brother 
played prominent parts. 


Greatest Scandal 


~_ John's-flight was postwar Ger- 
many's greatest security scandal, 
itueful* Allied officials admitted 
that he had turned out to be Rus- 
sia's master German spy. 


Two months before he crossed 


by-night into East Berlin he had 
dined in Washington with Allen 
Dulles, director 
of the United 


States' topsecret Central Intelli- 
•ence Agency. For 10 years he 
had curried favor with the British 
secret service. 


John had been director of W«st 
•ermany's Office for Protection of 


the Constitution (OPC). Its mission 
was to ferret out and expose Com- 
munist and Nazi plotters inside the 
Bonn republic, work directly con- 


ected not only with the security 
f the West German republic, but 
Iso of the 400,000 Allied troops in 
he country. 


Issues Charges 


After he joined the Communists 
ublicly, John charged that Chan- 
ellor Konrad Adenauer's govern- 
ment was reviving narism and mil- 
tarism. He said the "only forum" 
e could find to combat this trend 


was in the Communist East. 


Before today's sensational an- 
ouncement, he had been reported 


living in Potsdam, writing 
his 


memoirs and editorials for Com- 
munist publications. 


John, who is now 46. was known 


as a personable, talented man -who 


ad dealt in intrigue for years. A 
«ix-foot blond, he always had a 
loak-and-dagger bent. 
A boy wonder who had s. legal 
agree, he was named business 
rustee of Lufthansa .the Nazi gov- 
mineni's international airline, in 
935. when he was only 27.

To Sell Stock 
To Outsiders 


AMANA. Iowa tf>—Members of 


the Amana "Society Monday' ap- 
proved overwhelmingly a proposal 
to amend its articles of incorpora- 
tion to permit outsiders to buy 
class B stock in the corporation. 


The changes make it possible for 


the first time since the Amana 
colonies were founded 100 years 
ago for the general public to buy 
shares in the society's business. 


The, changes, were, voted with a 


majority well over the required 
two-thirds at a special meeting at- 
tended by 441 of the 661 stockhold- 
ing members. 


It was the largest gathering of 


the stockholders since Amana So- 
ciety was changed from a com- 
munal system to a business cor- 
poration in 1932. 


The Amana Society was estab- 


lished in 1855. Its members settled 
in seven villages west of Iowa City 
and until*1932 the society followed 
a religious, communal way of life. 


All property was owned in com- 


mon for members of the society 
until in 1932 a corporation was 
formed. 


Red Cross records show that at

James K. Byrnes, our Sei-rctary of State under Truman, has writ- 


ten a cicfeiif-e of the State Department against ridicule and other 
forms of attack which gieatly exaggerates mid misrepresents the case. 
In general the department has the respect of most Americans whose 
opinions matter, including politicians, specifically Senator Joe Mc- 
Carthy. As one who carefully watched the develop- 
ment of the pro-Communist campaign within the 
Kisenhower cabal to discredit McCarthy because he 
was exposing vicious conditions in the State Depart- 
ment. I can agree with both Byines and McCarthy. 


.McCarthy would be the last to deny Byrnes' 


declaration that the people of our career foreign 
seivice are "alert, intelligent sentinels on constant 
duty in all our diplomatic outposts." except that 
Byrnes does not note the existence of dangerous 
exceptions. When he writes that it is time "to stop 
shooting our sentries" he insinuates that the de- 
cent, non-partisan, non-political members of this corps suffer the same 
public contempt which the wicked deserve and too seldom receive. 


He resorts to innocence by association, which is far different from 


guilt by association. A corrupt persons does not acquire innocence by 
associating with the innocent majority. 
He is still corrupt—a Com- 


munist traitor, perhaps, or a homosexual or a drunken flannel-mouth. 
Neither does he contaminate the innocent. But anyone who knowing- 
ly consorts with persons who are flagrantly corrupt positively con- 
dones their corruption and thus incurs guilt by association. He de- 
serves legitimate punishment.

after 
the war Harry 
Truman 


dumped into the State Department 
"moie than 10000 persons from 
the Office of War Information, the 
Office 
of Inter-American 
Affairs 


and the Office of Strategic Serv- 
ices." All three of these bureaus 
were evil, nastv concentrations of 
parasites, to say the best of most 
of them, and Communist traitors 
at worst. Byrnes and Truman well 
know this by now if they did not 
know it then.

Like John L. Lewis fin the 
organizing days of the CIO) he 
thought he could use Communists 
in European

allowing them to use the OSS for 
the purposes of Soviet Russia. He 
was badly mistaken. The slaugh- 
ter of thousands of fine Italians of 
th« anti-Communist. Fascist re- 
gime was a ghastly consequence 
of the flippant, cynical policy of 
the Roosevent-Truman. regime of 
"recognizing" the Communists in 
the enemy countries and coopera- 
ting -with them merely because 
they -were enemies of Mussolini 
and Hitler.

for 1956 and a long-range plan. The 
work is to be done on federal aid 
secondary roads in the county. 


Under this sysiem, the federal 


government would pay 50 per cent 
of the cost. Lee county would use 
matching funds to pay 27 per cent 
and the state would pay the re- 
maining 23 per cent. 


Needs Approval 


The plan must be approved by 


the Illinois Highway Department 
before it can be put into operation. 


Leake's plan \va.s presented and 


approved by the board earlier this 
year and calls for the construction 
of three miles of road and two 
bridges in each quarter section of 
the county during the next four 
years. 


The erection of four bridges in 


the southwest comer of the coun- 
ty, which weie approved before 
Leake's plan was drawn up, will 
have top priority during 1936. 


These four bridges will cost an 


estimated 5135,000. Lee county's 
share of this cost will be about SIO.- 
000. 


Three of the bridges will be 


erected in Hamilton township and 
the fourth in Harmon township. The 
locations: Five miles south and two 
miles west of Harmon; eight miles 
south and two miles west of Har- 
mon; nine miles south and two 
miles east of Harmon; and two 
miles north of Harmon. 


Included as an "extra project" 


during 1956 will be a three-and-a- 
half mile road improvement proj- 
ect on the Lee-DeKalb county line. 
It extends -north o! the village of 
Lee. Lee county's share in this 
project will be 514,000. 


Otherwise, the regular plan to 


build two bridges and three miles 
of road in each quarter section of 
the county will start in 1956 and 
extend through 1960. 


Work will be done in the north- 


east quarter section during 1956. 
This section includes Ashton, Eey- 
nolds. Alto, Willow Creek, Viola 
and Bradford townships. 


In 195". the plan calls for proj- 


ects in. the southwest quarter sec- 
tion of the county. This section in- 
cludes Hamilton, East Grove, May, 
Marion and Harmon townships. 


During- 1958. the plan calls for 


projects in the northwest quarter 
section. This section includes Pal- 
myra, 
Dixon. Nachusa. 
China, 


South Dixon and Nelson townships. 


The plan for 1959 includes proj-, 


ects in the southeast section. This 
section includes Amboy, Lee Cen- 
ter.

cial agent. 


In hi» statement today, Dixon

WASHINGTON ffl— No three 


men—two of them by being them- 
selves and one by his sensible ex- 
planations—have done more than 
Eisenhower, Johnson and White to 
create hope for a full life among 
victims of heart attacks. 


President Eisenhower and Lyn- 


don Johnson of Texas, leader of the 
Senate Democrats, are recovering 
from heart attacks of their own. 
It was Dr. Paul Dudley White, 
Boston heart specialist, who did 
the explaining. 


Neither Eisenhower, stricken in 


September, nor Johnson, who had 
his attack in July, is out of the 
•woods yet—in the sense they have 
so fully recovered their doctors can 
tell them to resume a full life. 


Awaiting Final Word 


Both are awaiting the final med- 


ical verdict: Eisenhower m Feb- 
ruary, Johnson later this month. 
It may be the doctors will tell 
Eisenhower he can't run again and 
Johnson that the job of Senate 
leader is too much for him. 


Even so, both men will go on 


leading lives just short of all-out. 
This need be no discouragement to 
other heart cases since a full life 
for both those men means a strain 
and responsibility most people 
never have to worry about. 


If the verdict is against the full- 


est activity ior them, Johnson may 
have to give'up the Senate leader- 
ship but will stay in the Senate 
and Eisenhower will continue to 
fill his job AS president until his 
term ends in January, 1957. 


Will Is Important 


Eisenhower and Johnson, through 


their prominence, focused the na- 
tion's attention on the problem of 
cardiac eas«s and how men, un- 
wDHSg' to Tet It throw them, can 
get up out of bed and be them- 
selves again, patiently working to- 
ward recovery. 


This doesn't mean heart cases 


ea» or should chase fire engines 
again, climb mountains of fight a 
10-round bout. But those are ex- 
tremes anyway. 


Because Dr. White was one of 


Eisenhower's physicians, and be-

facts of the murder to the point he 
was going to admit it. Low mental- 
ity does not mean a lac"k of cun- 
ning. Baugh was able te recount 
the truth which he put in the con- 
fession, but was unable to remem- 
ber lies which he had told." 


Asst State's Atty: Jay A. Schil- 


ler urged that Baugh, a Negro, be 
sentenced to death "or at least 199 
years in prison."

Your Dairy 
Lots of 


URBANA— Stuuff your, dairy cows 


with all the 'green, leafy roughage 
they will eat. 


L. R. Fryman, dairy extension 


specialist at the University of Illi- 
nois College of Agriculture, says 
the more good roughage a cow cats, 
.the more milk she produces. Good 
roughage makes the cost of each 
unit of milk produced go down, too.. 
,.' The gttain , mixture you. use will 
depend on what kind of roughage 
you are feeding. 


A good all-legume roughage will 


call for about a 12 per cent protein 
grain mixture. If you're feeding 
corn silage along with your legume 
hay, a grain mixture containing 15 
per cent protein is recommended. 
The specialist says you should bal- 
ance the protein content of your 
grain mixture to 17 or 18 per "cent 
when feeding all non-legume rough- 
age- 


Use farm grains as the basis of 


the grani mixture. Buy the protein 
supplement that will furnish one 
pound of protein at the least cost. 


Let the cow decide how, much 


roughage she wants to eat, but it's 
your job' to decide how much grain 
she should have, Fryman says. 
Feed grain according to how much 
milk she produces. If you don't 
feed according to production, you 
will overfeed ., some cows and un- 
derfeed others. 


Fryman suggests this time-tested 


"rule of thumb" to use as a feed- 
ing guide: . 


Feed the large breeds— Holsteins, 


Brown Swiss, Ayrshires and Milk- 
ing Shorthorns — one pound of grain 
for every 3^ to 4 pounds of milk 
produced. The smaller breeds, 
Guernseys and Jerseys, need a 
pound of grain for every 2>/2 to 3 
pounds of milk.

Brucellosis 
Is Down, 
But Not Out 


URBANA — Brucellosis has been 


knocked down in Illinois. But it 
hasn't 
been 
knocked out, and 


there's an important round yet to 
go, declares Dr. H. S. Bryan of the 
University of Illinois College of 
Veterinary Medicine. 


Incidence of the disease in cattle 


has decreased steadily since a con- 
certed drive against it was started 
about 15 years ago. The number of 
reactors among blood-tested cattle 
has dropped from 5.1 per cent in 
1943-44 to 2.1 per cent for-the last 
fiscal year. 


However, Dr. Bryan says, as 


Jong as a reservoir of brucellosis 
exists in some herds in the state, 
the threat of infection remains lor 
neighboring herds that are clean 
now. 


Effective July 1, 1955, a stale 


law requires all dairy herds pro- 
ducing Grade A milk to be certi- 
fied • under an accepted plan for 
brucellosis eradication. The dead- 
line caused a virtual stampede on 
the five state laboratories, doing 
blood tests-, including the diagnos- 
tic laboratory at the veterinary 
college. 


The next round, in the fight will 


end July 1, 1957, when ALL milk 
sold in the state for human con- 
sumption must be from brucellosis- 
free herds. It's not too early to get 
dairy herds tested now. 


Dr. Bryan points out that, as in- 


cidence of the disease dwindles, as 
economic losses from it fall and as 
some herds are cleaned up, there 
is a tendency for owners to relax 
on control steps. Then progress to- 
ward the goal of complete eradica- 
tion slows down.

18-Member Plan Seems 
Doomed in United Nations 
Expect Vote Today; Ike's 
'Open Sky' Plan Endorsed 


By TOM HOGE 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (5V-. 


The Security Council headed to- 
ward a showdown vote today on 
the disputed proposal to admit 18 
nations in a group to the U. N. 
There seemed little hope the plan 
could escape a big power veto. 


With behind-the-scene efforts to 


secure East-West agreement on 
the package proposal apparently 
exhausted, the 11-nation council 
was expected to begin balloting be- 
fore nightfall. 


The U.N. Political Committee, 


meanwhile, brought the Assembly 
closer to its adjournment goal. It 
gave a thumping 53-5 endorsement 
Monday night to a proposal to give 
President 
Eisenhower's "open 


sky" inspection plan priority in 
new disarmament negotiations. 


Soviet Bloc Opposed 


Only the Soviet bloc opposed the 


resolution sponsored by the United 
States, Britain, France and Can- 
ada. But the continuing Soviet op- 
position emphasized that the long 
East-West deadlock on disarma- 
ment apparently is no nearer 
break. 


The resolution .was expected to 


get similar endorsement in the 
Assembly. 


The Russians opposed it on 


grounds it failed to emphasize 
arms reduction and prohibition of 
nuclear weapons. 


The resolution calls on the big- 


power disarmament subcommittee 
to continue efforts to agree on a 
comprehensive disarmament plan

It urges the subcommittee to 


give priority to the Eisenhower 
plan and Soviet Premier Bulgan- 
in's proposal for stationing' ground 
inspection teams at strategic cen« 
ters.

of similar success for the mem- 
bership package deal although it 
already has the approval of 52 As- 
sembly delegations. 


The Russians—suspicious the 


West might vote down some of the 
five Communist entries when they 
come before the Assembly for 
final action—have insisted under 
threat of using the veto that both 
the council and Assembly vote on 
each applicant before the council 
takes up the next on the list. 


U.S. 
View 


The United States and other 


Western powers have contended 
the council should vote on the 18 
first, then let the Assembly act. 


In view of Nationalist China's 


threats to veto Outer Mongolia, the 
Russians already had warned that 
they would turn thumbs down on 
all 13 non-Communist candidates 
if any of their five entries fail to 
make the grade. 


The 52 supporters of the package 


proposal held a giant caucus Mon- 
day, 
reportedly to reassure the 


Russians their five satellites would 
pass the Assembly if they won 
council approval. The delegates 
met for 90 minutes but reportedly 
made no progress toward solving 
the membership impasse. 


U.S. Excluded 


Exclusion of the United States 


from the' meeting touched off an- 
gry protests from Chief Delegate 
Henry Cabot Lodge Jr., who la- 
belled it a "star chamber prac- 
tice" objectionable to the Ameri- 
can people. "Lodge wasn't invited 
because he had abstained in the 
political committee vote on the 
package proposal. 


The five Communist entries are 


Hungary, Romania, Albania, Outer 
Mongolia and Bulgaria. The non- 
Communist applicants are Jordan, 
Ireland, Portugal, Italy, Austria, 
Finland, 
Ceylon, Nepal, Libya,

U.S. Used Germs 
Minnesota Youth Back 
From Stay in Red China

HONG KONG (B—Richard Roger 


Tenneson, 22, turncoat GI former 
war prisoner, arrived here today 
from Red China. He said'he was 
neither for nor against communism 
but that he believed the Red 
charges that the United States used 
;erm warfare in Korea. 


Tenneson, who comes from Al- 


den, Mum., was among 21 Ameri- 
cana who refused repatriation aft- 
er the Korean War. Id Septem- 
ber he said he wanted to go home, 
and the Communists gave him per- 
mission to leave. 


American consular officials who 


met him at the border .drove him 
to Kowloon, this British crown col- 
ony's mainland city opposite Hong 
Kong Island. He held a news con- 
ferencei in a hotel room provided 
by the'Red Cross. 


He's Nervous 


Tenneson was quite nervous as he 


spoke, talking rapidly in a high- 
pitched voice and. gesturing' con- 
stantly. He said he had been per: 
mitted to read both American and 
Chinese newspapers and conclud- 
ed conditions in the United States 
were "favorable" for his return.

"I know definitely about com- 


munism today, more than in 1951," 
he said. "I am not fighting for 
communism, nor am I against it." 


He said he believed the Chinese 


charges' that the Americans had 
waged germ" warfare in Korea 
because of the "evidence" the 
Communists had assembled. Had 
there been no germ warfare, he de- 
clared, then "things that have been 
collected could not have been col- 
lected. There are all kinds of evi- 
dence apart from statements—dif- 
ferent kinds of bombs and so 
forth." 


Expecto Hostility 


He added that he expected "some 


hostility when I arrive home be- 
cause of my views on American 
germ warfare." 


The United States has repeated- 


ly denied the germ warfare ac- 
cusations and in turn has charged 
that the Chinese made fake pho- 
tographs. 


Tenneson termed Ms stay in Chi- 


na—he worked in a paper factory 
—"something like attending school 
and now my decision to return to 
the United States is something like 
a postgraduate.course." 


He said that he originally had 


planned not to stay in China "for 
long," and now was going-home 
for "personal reasons and . not 
because of possible repercussions." 


"I wa$ not-just the homesick- 


ness of a young man that made 
me decide to leave China," he con- 
tinued. "It was other reasons that 
helped make up my mind.". . 


He refused to elaborate on these 


reasons, but said when he asked 
the Reds for permission to leave, 
"none of them tried to keep me 
back; they wanted to get rid of 
me." 


Did Not Get Along 


Tenneson also would not go into 


this except to say he did not get 
along with the Chinese people as 
a whole. "There was nothing per- 
sonal in our relationship," he add- 
ed. 


The returnee insisted the depar- 


ture of the three other American 
turncoats last July had "nothing 
to do" with his decision to come 
home.

But the U. S. Supreme Court 


ruled -last month that persons now 
civilians cannot be tried by courts- 
martial for offenses allegedly com- 
mitted while in service. After the 
ruling the Army released the turn- 
coat trio. The government has not 
indicated whether It will' seek to 
try them in a civil court.

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Things to Consider 
When You Buy 
Your Dryer 


Take a hint from families who 


have had experience with auto- 
matic clothes dryers and you 
will put a safe drying tempera- 
ture topmost among th« features 
you want when you buy a dryer. 


Drying temperatures should be 


low enough so clothes won't burn 
or scorch and so persons han- 
dling the clothes won't burn their 
hands. Temperatures up to 140 
degrees are safe. 


Here are other points to check 


when you buy a dryer: 


1. How does the machine oper- 


ate? 
Some dryers blow a large 


amount of air through clothes, 
copying nature's drying methods. 
Others use suction fan or condense 
moisture•• from the clothes. If you 
like fresh, sweet smelling clothes, 
look for a combination of low heat 
and lots of air., 


Lint Disposal 


2. How is lint disposal handled? 


You won't have lint fires if the 
fan is between the heater and the 
drying cylinder. 


Actually a dryer causes less lint 


than outside drying. The lint blows 
away outdoors, however, while it 
collects in a machine and must 
be disposed of. Many dryers have 
a screen which collects lint. The 
larger the screen, the less often 
you will have to empty it. 


Otherl Considerations 


3. Is the.cylinder in which the 


clothes are. dried perforated or 
smooth? Clothes last longer when 
they are tumbled in a smooth 
cylinder. 


4. Can the 'dryer be installed 


flush with the wall ? Most of them 
can. 
You will-1 want to consider 


the arrangement of your laundry 
when you make the decision on 
the dryer. ,' , 
Wash Liiiens Alone 
In Very Hot Water 


For a fine glossy finish, wash 


linens separately. When washed 
with cottons, they pick up lint and 
get a shaggy look. Wash linens 
in very hot water (at least 150 de- 
grees) in washer.

The wash cycle, including three 
rinsings, rarely takes longer than 
15 to 20 minutes. 


The dryer can be set to damp 


dry for ironing, or if you wish, 
towels and materials that need no 
ironing can be removed from the 
dryer ready to be folded or put to 
immediate use. With automatic 
laundry equipment there is no need 
to wait for a sunny day—no more 
lugging out heavy baskets of wet 
clothes. 


While the automatic laundry is 


doing wash day chores the modern 
housewife can enjoy the book or 


magazine she never had a chance 
to read before.

«ver. fine, records of many popu- 
lar brands are available with a 
range extending well up to 15,000 
cycles.-. But. these fine

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How Electric 
Appliances 
Developed 


Every electrical appliance has 


undergone great change since its 
first introduction. Gradually tech- 
nology and consumer demand have 
combined to improve their efficien- 
cy, reduce their size, streamline 
their appearance .and make them 
progressively nWe automatic in 
operation. 


Many of our electrical appli- 


ances are mechanized adaptations 
of manual contrivances. The fan, 
for example, dates back to 3000 
B.C. and the first eelctric fan of 
record was a battery-operated at 
fair invented in 1854. Practical 
sewing machines first made their 
appearance in 1830 and electric 
motors to. run them were added 
in the late 1880's. 


The Greeks and Romans .used 


"irons" to press their clothes. Let 
er the French obtained better re 
suits by heating irons with burning 
coals. One of the first electric 
irons, marketed in 1904, was a reg- 
ular flat iron of the day with a 
hole drilled in it for an electric re- 
sistance heating unit; 


The electric dishwasher has a 


typical history. The first hand-op- 
erated dishwasher/ goes iback to 
2850, and the first electric dish- 
washer was marketed in 1910. By 
1930, advances in engineering had 
improved its efficiency, and new 
design had given it better appear- 
ance and more convenience. But 14 
manual operations still were re- 
quired to wash one load of dishes. 
Improvements have continued un- 
til today's neat cabinet dishwash- 
er requires only two manual op- 
erations—putting the dishes in and 
taking them out. 


Other electrical appliances are 


adaptations 
of earlier 
devices 


which utilized heat, either directly 
or indirectly from flame. For in- 
stance, the fire box of the old 
kitchen range transmitted heat to 
the top of the stove through iron 
plates. The modern electric range 
has simple heating elements for 
top-of-the-stove cooking with heat 
accurately controlled by simple 
•etttngs of dials.

could ever afford them. In most 
homes the responsibility for house- 
hold chores has always rested on 
the shoulders of the lady of the 
house.

Electricity has e n a b 1 e d the 


homemaker to use an increasing; 
number of "servants" to make her 
work easier, quicker and safer. 
Dinner still has to be prepared, 
rooms still must be cleaned, time 
still must be taken to sew or wash 
clothes. But today's all-electric 
home saves the housewife a full 
two days a week in her household 
chores.

For many years after the inven- 


tion of the incandescent lamp,

Only 25.years ag 
it cost more for one year's opera 
tion of an electric range alone tha: 
it costs today to operate a doze: 
additional appliances for the sam 
period.

Inadequate 
Wiring Hard 
On Fuses

A fuse is born to die, but. even 


though its fate is a sad one it is 
a necessary part of the electric 
service in your home. 


In today's condition of overload- 


ed circuits due to inadequate wir- 
ing, the frequency of fuse deaths is 
too • common. A fuse acts as a 
"safety valve." Any attempt to re- 
place a "blown" one with anything 
but another fuse of the same §ize. 
defeats the protective purpose for 
which fuses are designed. 


Electric wires in your home ar« 


meant to carry a definite maxi- 
mum current, .and usually fuses of 
no more than 15 amperes should 
be used in ordinary fuse cabinets. 
Any load beyond this is an over- 
load and the extra current will 
cause a rise in the temperature of 
the wire. 


Fuses or circuit breakers open. 


the circuit before overloading can 
damage wire insulation, without 
causing unnecessary interruption 
of service because of harmless 
overloads of short duration. 


Of course, blown fuses are not 


only caused by overloads. Frayed 
lamp cords or improperly insu- 
lated ones also can cause burn-outs 
by increasing the flow of electrici- 
ty. For this reason it is. important 
never to replace a.'fuse .or reset a 
circuit breaker without first cor- 
recting the trouble that has caused 
them to open the circuit. 


A fuse is nothing more than a 


metal link connecting circuit wires 
inside a building to the main line. 
This metal link is so constructed 
that it will melt when an overload 
develops and burn, instantaneously 
when there is a fault in the corda 
or wiring. - 


Circuit breakers serve.the same 


function but they look more like 
switches. The reaction of too much 
heat causes the "breaker" to open 
the circuit. In order to. restore 
service all that is necessary is to 
snap the switch to the "on" posi- 
tion. Circuit breakers can be used 
over and -over for years, seldom 
need replacing and always indicate 
the faulty circuit at a glance. 


Several types of fuses, each serv- 


ing a special purpose, are avail- 
able. 


Screw-in plugs are the most com- 


mon type of fuse. In most homes 
branch circuits are fused with 15 
ampere plugs. A few modern kitch- 
en circuits utilize 20 amp. plugs. 
If you see a 30 amp. or larger plug- 
in your fuse box. chances are that 
it is too big to give proper protec- 
tion. 


Household appliances such M 


washers and air conditioners, and 
lome workshop power tools con- 
lain fractional horsepower motors. 
The current used in these house- 
hold motors is generally slight, -but 
t takes a heavy current to start 
hem. This starting current often 
blows ordinary fuses. In such cases 
a special type of dual-element 
"delayed-aclion" fuse can be used. 
Commonly called "fusctrons" they 
are available in usual screw-in 
type plugs and also in a special 
•type S" fuse which differs in 
hrcad and base with each size. 
Use of these special fuses will pre- 
vent, replacement of 15 amp. fuses 
with laTger-size ones. 


Cartridge fuses look like -small 


shotgun she33s. They are used most 
often for main fuses and for spe- 
cia! circuits. When a cartridge 


e blows, it's a good idea to call » 


an electrician to run down the 
trouble and draw out the blown 
cartridge with a special tool, call- 
ed a fuse puller. 


It must be emphasized, however, 


«hat fuses are strictly protective 
devices. In order ,lo get maximum 
efficiency and benefit from today"* 
:3ectric servants you need enough 
electrical capacity to feed them, 
"•ersistent fuse trouble indicates She 
need for an electrical contractor.

Safe Info Tags 
To Help Washing 


Make a habit of-saving the 'in- 


formative tags and labels that 
tell how to launder each item 
you'buy. Start a file of laundering 
'instructions. Write on each tag or 
label just what merchandise it re- 
fers to. Then when you are ready 
to wash' you will have that pro- 
fessional advice: right at hand. 


Use a steam iron to block hand- 


knitted garments. Wash the gar- 
ment, pat it back into the proper 
size and shape. After it is thorough- 
ly dry, hold the steam iron %. inch 
above the garment. Move it back 
and forthy slowly to allow steam 
to penetrate the entire area.'.

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How to Evaluate 
Wiring in Home 


,The . most insidious thing about 


overloaded wiring systems is that 
the home, owner often does not 
realize he is not getting full benefit 
from use of his electrical appli- 
ances. Often the appliance is un- 
justly blame'd. 


The toaster is condemned be- 


cause it won't produce the golden 
crisp toast you'd like. The washing 
machine, ironer, or vacuum clean- 
er is thought to be in need of re- 
pair because it does not operate 
as well as it did in the salesman's 
demonstration. , Even 
flickering 


lights and television picture flip- 
flops _ visual evidence of poor 
•wiring — is not always recognized 
as such. In most cases extra cur- 
rent carried along properly fed 
circuits will put new life in. all 
your appliances. 


To evaluate the wiring in your 


home you should know what kind 
of- circuits you have, how many, 
and where each one runs. If they 
are not familiar to you, they can 
b3 easily learned. 


All circuits ' originate from,, the 


"service'entrance," usually in the 
basement, where the" utility com- 
pany's wires enter the home. The 
equipment here consists of a main 
switch "and fuse assembly or cir- 
cuit breakers, which look like wall 
switches. 


Branch circuits that distribute 


the power to various paits of the 
house usually aie divided into thiee 
classes- 1 General purpose, for 
lighting and general use in living 
and bedrooms, lighting only in 
kitchen, laundry and dining aiea. 


2. Plug-in appliance circuits, to 
convenience outlets only in kitchen, 
laundry, and dining, areas. 3., Indi- 
vidual equipment circuits, to serve 
major appliances such as clothes 
dryers, ranges, 
heating plants, 


dishwashers, and air conditioning 
units of more than U horsepower. 


Each installation should have its 


own circuit, sized to the require- 
ment of the appliance served. 


If you do not know which particu- 


lar lights and outlets are on each 
circuit, you can find out easily. 
Start by turning on all ^the lights in 
the house, but do not plug in any 
appliances. Then go to the fuse 
box and disconnect one fuse. • 


If you live in a very old house, 


you may find there are two fuses 
per circuit, set in-pairs.-This'type 
of installation indicates the wiring 
is totally inadequate. "Double fus- 
ing" also presents a potential haz- 
ard because the entire circuit may 
remain energized even though one 
of the fuses has blown. Most homes, 
however, will have single screw-in 
type fuses. Stand on a dry board 
while you disconnect them, as a 
safety measure. 


Next, tour the house to see which 


lights are out. and take a portable 
lamp along to see if any wall out- 
lets are dead and list them. You 
can call tins list Circuit-No. 1. 


Replace the first fuse (or pair if 


the circuit is double fused) arid re- 
peat the procedure for the second 
circuit. When you have done this 
for all circuits you will have a 
complete record of the lights and 
outlets .each serves. The .next step

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is to add up the wattages of all 
appliances and lamps you might 
use'simultaneously on «ach circuit. 
Thi» will show you wliich circuits 
you might overload and also where 
you can plug in additional appli- 
ances. Remember, the ordinary 
circuit in an old home has a top 
load of 1,650. 


Hang up the circuit record near 


the fuse box. It will save time in 
locating blown fuses and spotting 
appliances that cause trouble. 


The number of circuits needed 


depends on the size of the house 
and how many appliances you own 
or expect to own. Authorities rec- 
ommend one general purpose cir- 
cuit for each. 500 square feet of 
floor area, plus two plug-in appli- 
ance circuits for houses that have 
up to 1,500 .square feet. In addition 
there" should be a special circuit 
for each appliance of more than 
1,500 watts. 


With the frequency that new ap- 


pliances are being put on the mar- 
ket 
these days, 
more 
circuits 


should be considered if any rewir- 
ing Work is being done. If you have 
any questions about what wiring 
should be included in your remod- 
eling or building plans, contact 
your builder or electrical contrac- 
tor.

If you are the owner of one or 


more lovely soft, all-wool blankets, 
you can wash them beautifully at 
home in your household washer.

Hot air registers; radia- 
tors; bathroom and "kitchen .floors 
before washing. Bookcases, books, 
fireplaces, stairways. If you can- 
not do all of these things on a cer- 
tain day, do some one time, others 
the next. By making good use of 
all the helpful vacuum cleaner 
equipment available, a. necessary 
chore will be done most efficient 
ly and .with a .minimum of effort. 


Planning to use lighted valances 


when you remodel? Whether you 
buy them ready made, have them 
made by- your electrical store or 
make them yourself, be sure to 
hang draperies as flat against the 
wall as possible. This is important, 
according to General Electric light- 
ing specialists, .to make light 
spread "down'in'front of the 
ery.
